We have heard all 
soris of stories within the last day or two about 
the suspicious and warlike movements of the 
natives, to which, however, we are not inclined 
‘to Attach very! much importance. 
frofa these apprehensions, which may or may not 
be well founded, with a tolerable knowledge of 
the character of) the North American Indian, and 
with the history of other Colonies before us,. it 
wotild be idle to wrap ourselves up ina fatal 
security and try t@ persuade ourselves that there 
is to danger. Had the Government pursued a 
mofe just and systematic policy with the’ native 
trilies of these Colonies we grant there would be 
little room for apprehension, for when dealt with 

' in f fair and dignified way they are naturally 
peaceably enough disposed. Such however, un- 
fortunately, has not been the course adopted by 
the Government. either of British Columbia or 
Vancouver Island. The lands belonging to the 
Indians, including their camping grounds and 
‘cultivated patches, have been wres/ed from them ; 
and although id sume instances they were prom- 
ised remuneration, yet these promises have never 
been redeemed, which only makes the matter 
wofse. . Where murders have been committed 
by wicked Indians, some of them outlaws amongst 
their own people, whole tribes have been indis- 
crithinately pursued by officers of the law and en- 
tire villages aa and fired upon by Her 
Majesty’s shi 


of war; npon a vague suspicion 
that the murdefers were sheltered, and becatise 
the men Sf themselves and their wives and 
children-againgt these sudden and unexplained

Charles Mackay on Canada. 


In a London Times to hand by the last. mail 
we find|a letter written by Mr. Charles Mackay, 
from Niagara Falls, dated August 8th, The 
Doctor gives hig opinion at some length on Cana- 
dign feeling with reference to the civil war, and 
the maintenance of the connection with the mo- 
ther cuantry. The Canadians know if they de- 
sired to separate from England, that neither a 
gun wonld be fired nor a sword raised to prvent 
them, consequently they think the war waged 
by the North for the restoration of the South at 
once illogical and cruel.
